In an attempt to expedite prosecution in this instant application, the examiner and applicant's representative 
discussed the claimed invention, the prior art of record and applicant proposed amendment to the claims to include the 
limitation of the "computer interface unit to differentially encode synchronization signals on the video signals in an 
inverted relationship, and a memory for storing identify relationship of one of a plurality of the remote computers". 
However, examiner found no support in the specification that defines what actually the encoding of signals in an 
inverted relationship meant to cover and how this limitation was patentably different over the discussed prior art. 
Examiner strongly suggested for more amendment to the claims to at least overcome the prior art of record. 
Nevertheless, the inventive entity was unable to further propose additional amendment to the claims with clear and 
patentably distinct functional limitations (if any).
